How Parks are Financed. 


In the current issue of the 
West:r Mumicipal News, an in- 
teresting argicle appears relating 
to ree phantine and town parks, 

From the town of Davidson, 


for imstance, tthe Mayor, Mr. 
Coape-Arnold, writes and gives 
an account of what has been 


accomplish).d there. 

“We find (ihe says) that our 
park is a great incentive for 
people to improve their property. 
They copy -from it and plant 
such trees and shrubs as they 
know vill grow in our district 
after having actually seen them. 
At our annual sports day, July 1 
last, we invited the people to bring 
their lunch baskets and make use 
of the shade trees in the park 
and on the lawns, and over thre 
hundred people took advanitage 
of our offer, 

“The financing of this form of 
improvement is not difficult. 
Most towns employ a _ general 
utility man who can keep” the 
grounds in good order if given 
encouragement in the way ot ex- 
tra remuneration, from about the 
first of April to the end of Sep- 
tember in (2ach year. ‘Trees, 
shrubs and plants can be paid 
for together wilth the man’s work 
from a park fund. This fund 
we obtain by fholding an annual 
concert™in January of each year. 
The net proceeds of this concert 
have: been about $225 per annum. 
Now, if one pays the utility man 
an extra $15 per month for the 
six months as above, 'there will 
still be $135 for planting out. 
This is ample for a Park of ‘this 
size, so that the park need not 
cost ‘the ratepay:r anything other 
than the original outlay, and 
most towns own sufficient prop- 
erty which can ‘be used for this 
plirpose, z 

“Last year we placed 4 number 
of seats in the-grounds and fownd 
that they weit? much used  dur- 
ing the summer months. They 
were paid for by a lawn social ar- 
ranged by the wives of the coun- 
cillors, dnd held in the park one 
afternoon.
